CHIVINGTON AND SAND OREEK.

Ar Houe, Harry HoLLow, Ean. |
October, 1888. |
To the Editer of the Eagle.

.'-\:ot very long ago I was at a neigh-
bor’s and always being of a disposition
to see and to know all that was going
on I picked up a newspaper printed n
Wichita. When nearly the first word 1
secn distinetly was Col. Chivington and
massacre, (being one of the pet lambs I
understood was up). Now the writer
las only told one side of the story and
makes it look very plausible to the read-
ing part of the community that know
nothing of the other side that his side is
right. It has been about twenty-four
Fears since the Sand creek fight and I may
uot be able to ziveour side jost exactly
as it was in every particular, but I will
try and not exagerate in coloring. Black
Kettle was in command of the Cheyennes
at Sand creek, and perhaps a month be-
fore the fight occurred he dug rifle pits
and sent a chalenge to the commander
at Fort Lyon to come out and fight him,
a distance of about forty miles, Win-
koop, I think he was in command at
Faort Lyon, a major of the{pet lambs)Colo-
rado First, sent word to Denver to Col.
Chivington that Black Kettls waslat Sand
creek spoiling for fight, and wanted him
to come out o fight him. Winkoop, or
the major in cammand at Fort Lyon,
had only about 200 men all teld in his
command; some of that number were
out on a scout, others guarding the mail
and some would have to guard the Fort,
| #0 he had but a few men that he could
| taks,  Chivington had, I think, two
cotpanies of the First and took nearly
all the colored Third, commanded by
Cul. Shoup.

Now the way Col. Chivington man-
aged to come on the (theiving) hunting
party by surprise was this: The dis-
tance from Denver to Fort Lyon was
two  hundred and fifty miles, Col
Chivington started from Denver
and traveled on  easy marches to
Bent'sold fort, about forty-five miles
from Ft, Lyon, camped there one night;
had stopped the stage both ways and all
messengers; allowed no man to leave
the command that was trayeling. From
Bent's Fort to Fort Lvon was a forced

march, getting thers by 10 a. m. the
same dny. His first order, not a man to

touch a drop of hquorthat day., Second
order, to prepare three days cooked ra-
tions right away, and at sundown start
for Sand creek with all the men that
conld be spared from the fort: got to
Sand creek just at coming daylight next

morning, but not early enouzh to catch
| the Indians napping, A brother of
| George Bent, or some one from Fort
| Lyon got there just as the troops did, or
| before, and gave the alarm and they got
away with the most of their stock, but
we got 1 thinkabout sixty head of horses,
mostly Indian ponies. The squaws and
Pappooses fougg(t a3 hard as the men
and as venomons as they eould.

The writer in the paper alluded to
intimates that the Indians wero surprised
and ata disadvantage. How was it with
the Hungate family; did the Indians
sonid them word they were coming? Nay, |
verily; but came on them in cold blood |
and murdered them and scalped them, |
some of them twice. Seven or eight
| Indians and only three whites, a man,
his wife, and I think o little daughter.
This was in June or July befors the
Sand creek fight. ouly a few miles out
from Denver, perhaps twelve or ﬁfteeu‘
miles, where tﬁv_r were living on a ranch.

I bave said perhaps, enough for one
time, 1intimated that this was a thiev-
ing pack of Indians; I will give my rea-
gons for 50 saying in another article,

Now, in view of these facts, what
becomes of vour conclusion based on the
assumption that there can be no prohibi-
tory legislation except by a Prohibition
party?

“‘Further, since the organization of the
Prohibition party local option prohibi-
tory laws have been enscted in New
Jersey, Maryland, Virginia, North Caro-
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi,
Louisiana, Texas, Tennessee, Kentucky,
Arkansas and Missouri—fiftean states,
How much, or rather how little.the Pro-
hibytion party had to do in securing this
legislation in indicated by the fact that
in the states mentioned, in 1884, ont of &
total vote of 2,105,624, the Prohibition
candidate for the presidency received
21,573 votes — that is, one vote out of
every 150, Again I ask, in view of these
facts, what becomes of the conclusion
based on the assumption that there can
be no prohibitory legislation except by a
palitical party specially organized for
that purpose?

*In Maine, Kanaas and Towa prohibi-
tion lias been adopted Ly decided major-
ities, And wet in 1594 out of a total
vote in these states of 771,219, the Pro-
hibition candidate for the presidency re-
caived just 8 0506 votes—that is, 1 vote
out of ¥0. Supposing prohibition adopt-
ed in these states by a bare majority, the
Prohibition candidate received but one
vote out of every 43 proncunced prohi-
bitionists,

*“The question as to the expediency of
a Prohibition party has also, as it seems
to me. been settled by the test of experi-
ment,

**The party has been in existence for
nearly twenty vears, Prohibitory Inws
have besn passed in thirty-one of the
thirty-eight states of the union. In no
single instance has this prohibitory legis-
Iation been due to the Prohibition party.
In most cases these laws have been
passed by legislators elected in  spite of
the opposition at the ballot box of rum
sellers and party Prohibitionists, So far
as I am informed, not & single vote for a
I-mhihitory law has ever been cast by a
egislator elected by the Prohibition

arty. The only effect of the party asa

wctor in politics, in the northern states,
has been to draw off votes from the party
to which we are mainly indebted for pro-
hibitory legislation and thus occasionally
elect the candidates of the party avow-
edly opposed to prohibitory legislation.
The Prohibition party, therefore, is rather
a hindrance than a help to the cause of
Prohibition.”
